St. Petersburg, Jan. 13. — Tbe Rus- 


sian government has issued a circular 
to the powers calling their attention 
to alleged violation of Chinese neutral- 
ity and citing numerous instances dur- 
ing* the war in the far east tending to 
prove that China is unable to fulfill 
her obligations. This state of affairs, 
the circular says, is calculated to 
bring the country in. perilous paths, 
and it concludes by saying that Russia 
claims the right to act in her own 
Interests.

Columbus, O., Jan. II.—The conven- 


ttoa ef the Ohio Mint Workers closed 
with the adoption of important amend- 
ments to the constitution regulating 
payment of strike benefits. It was de- 
termined to continue the 1 per cent as- 
sessment upon the net earnings of 
each miner for the maintenance of * 
relief fuad, and that strike benefits 
shall be paid only during the actual 
existence of a strike. No miner shall 
be entitled to such benefit* who is not 
employed in or about the mine at the 
time the strike Is declared, and every 
such miner must be in good standing. 
Strike benefits shall not begin until 
four weeks after the declaring of such 
strike, and they shall cease upon th« 
strike's being declared off. The bene- 
fits shall be $3 a week to each miner, 
this figure remaining unchanged. The 
convention also declared against the 
operators' compulsory insurance plan.

The lark of cohesion and alignment 


of the forces opposed to the existing 
state nf things, an£ mutual distrust of 
each other's program, seems to make 
anything approaching actual revolu- 
tion »J the present time unworthy of 
serious consideration. Socialists, rev- 
olutionists and other extreme elements 
as well as the subject elements on the 
borders of Russia all haTe different ob- 
jectives, with which the conservative 
Liberals, whom the government really 
hopes to appease, have little in com- 
mon; and aboTO all Russia's unnum- 
bered millions of peasants, although 
they have manifested an abhorrence of 
war. principally for economic reasons 
and because it takes their loved ones 
away, have given almost no evidence 
of having heen stirred by the prevail- 
ing oonditions. Demonstrations on a 
large scale in the centers of population 
are regarded by th> authorities aa pos- 
sible, accompanied by a recurrence of 
terrorism by those who believe the 
bomb is the only weapon with which 
they can fight absolutism. This last 
is really considered the likeliest and 
most deplorable possibility in the near 
future. 


Lodge For Stoessel. 


Nagasaki, Jan. 13. — Tbe steamers 


Kaga and SunukI have arrived with 
1,600 Russian prisoners of war and 50 
officers 
All the prisoners have been 


quartered at Inasa, a village near by, 
where ther^ has been prepared a lodge 
for General Stoessel, who will arrire 
Saturday. The Russian officers wer« 
allowed 
much liberty within 
the 


bounds of the town, but they are under 
police escort. General Stoessel and 
staff will sail fr6m Nagasaki for Europe 
on a French mail steamer on Jan. 16.

Ship Subsidy Bill. 


Washington, Jan. IS.—In the senate 


Mr. Gallinger from the committee on 
commerce reported back the merchant 
marine commission's ship subsidy bill, 
and said the committee would file the 
report of the commission as its own.
